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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during May were valued at £2,928,251, which shows 
a decrease of £86,715, as compared with the corresponding month 
of last year. For the five months there was an increase of £1,482,316, 
or over 11 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea 
imports during May amounted to £1,566,569, as compared with 
£1,721,093 in 1909 ; the total for the five months was £8,734,406, an 
increase of £711,286 over the corresponding figures for 1909. There 
were increases in most of the principal articles—apparel and soft goods, 
agricultural implements, iron and steel, kerosene, tobacco, cigars, &e. 


The oversea exports for May amounted to £1,893,630, being an 
increase of £327,049, ‘or nearly 21 per cent., compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the five months there was 
an increase in the oversea exports of £2,822,309, or over 28 per cent., as 
compared with last year.

Separating merchandise from gold, the exports of the former during 
the five months increased by £3,117,591, and the latter decreased by 
£295,282. 


Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for May show that the net revenue 
for the month was £1,216,419, or £143,765 more than in May of last 
year. During the eleven months ended 3lst May the revenue was 
£12,763,137, being £382,106 more than the corresponding period of the 
last financial year.

On the 3lst May, 1910, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
in credit to the amount of £608,305. 


Agricultural Production.—The preliminary results of the final compilation of 
the crop returns show that the yield of wheat during the 1909-10 
season was 28,532,029 bushels from 1,990,180 acres, equivalent to an 
average of 14°33 bushels to the acre. This yield constitutes a record for 
the State, exceeding that of the previous year by over 13,000,000 
bushels, and the average yield per acre is over 4 bushels better than 
the mean for the preceding ten years. The season generally was 
extremely good, as, in addition to wheat, the yields per acre of maize, 
oats, and hay were above the ayerage. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during May was 12,681 oz. crude, equal to 
11,184 oz. fine, valued at £47,506. The value of gold produced during 
the five months was £317,050, and showed a decrease of £7,402, as 
compared with the corresponding period of 1909. 


Prices.—The general index number for May was higher than in April, 
and also higher than for the corresponding month of last year. The 
index number for pastoral produce was 1,246, for metals 1,132, and 
for all articles 1,225. Prices during the month were generally above 
those ruling in April ; the principal articles to show an increase in value 
were butter, leather, hides, copper, and silver, but there was a heavy 
fall in wheat, and the prices of scoured wool, tallow, and tin were below 
those ruling last month. 


Meteorology During the month of May the rainfall, although general 
throughout the State, was for the most part below the average. The 
falls in excess of the average were confined to an area in the extreme 
south and south-west of the Riverina and Western Division and at 
several stations in the Hunter and Manning districts. On the North- 
west Plain, portion of the Western Division, and on the extreme 
Southern Coast and Tableland the rainfall was, on the whole, 
exceedingly small. 


Land Selections—During May 184 new settlers applied for 131,503 
acres; and 100,348 acres, representing 92 blocks, were set apart for 
residential settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of 
new settlers has been 859, and the area applied for 526,010 acres. The 
original area set apart for residential settlement since the Ist January 
has been 440,275 acres, representing 561 blocks.
